val music. 


M iss Poston has strong views 
on the things that have hap­ 
pened lo carols on their way 
down the centuries. Especially 
“ Wenceslas.” 


Carols, according to M iss Pos­ 
ton. were originally intended for 
dancing. They were folk songs 
and not necessarily religious. 


The medieval clergy decided i 


that dancing in church would 
not do. So carols went under­ 
ground. They survived precar­ 
iously for hundreds of years in 
remote villages. 


Then under Victorian revival­ 
ists. carols came hack — with a 
whimper. They took the tunes, 
wrote their own words and load­ 
ed down the result with church 
haromonies. 


This 
is 
what 
happened 
to 
“ Wenceslas.” The tune, once a 
splendidly gay and virile dance 
measure, dates from the 13th 
century. M iss Poston says. 


The words 
were written 
in 
1853 by Dr. John M ason Neale. 
M iss Poston, in a foreward to 
the “Penguin Book of Christm as 


Carols.” describes his crafting 
operation as “ the dreariest of 
travesties.” 


She 
says 
that 
“ W enceslas” 
should be sung, in unison, near­ 
ly twice as fast as most people 
do these days, “with clapping, 
drum and plucked instrum ents” 
— which sounds 
like a 
beat 
group backing. 


“ Danced as a twist with mod­ 
ern rhythm accompaniment it 
would be nearer its authentic 
'style.” M iss Poston writes. 
She prints her version in the 
book, minus harmonies hut with 
indications for drum taps and 
drone bass, plus several other 
unconventional arrangements.

It’s AU Charted 
A week before Christmas, 43 
members 
of 
the 
maintenance 
crew converge to p ut up all this 
greenery , which takes 50 man 
hours of time. Printed instructions 
go to the electricians who man 
the light board, giving orders 
like “choir sp ots, full: triforium 
and south aisles, one-q uarter: five 
bucket lights in ambulatory , blue; 
certain circuits never p lay during 
sermon.’’ 


The ministers who p articip ate 
in the candle-lighting ceremony 
are given a diagram of p lace­ 
ment, and instructions on their 
p articip ation, which 
say , 
“The 
lighted candles are to be held 
up -right in the INSIDE hand."

During the day ’s 24 -hour sp an, 
more than 20,000 telep hone calls 
will file through the huge over­ 
seas switchboard 
room 
of the 
American Telep hone anti Tele­ 
grap h Comp any , 
Of the large number of Euro­ 
p ean countries serviced out of 
New York, Germany will receive 
the bulk of the calls, because of 
the large numbers of servicemen 
stationed there, France next, then 
Italy , 
Switzerland, 
Netherlands 
and Belgium. 
The White Plains, N.Y., over­ 
seas gateway handles calls to the 


Scandinavian countries, the Unit­ 
ed Kingdom, and some of the 
Middle East, 
and 
divides 
the 
African business with Now York. 
South American calls are re­ 
lay ed out of Miami, and most of 
the Asiatic 
countries, 
Australia 
and New Zealand 
are 
serviced 
from Oakland, Calif., via Hawaii. 
Swift and efficient handling of 
the Christmas messages is made 
p ossible through p rep lacement of 
the calls. 
The sy stem woiHs 
like 
this: 
Americans 
wishing 
to 
m a ke 
Christmas calls begin p honing the 
overseas division early in Novem­ 
ber stating the details of the call, 
and req uesting a sp ecific calling 
time. 
If that p articular slot of time is 
filled, an alternate must suffice. 
And gradually , as every minute 


of the day fills up , calls sp ill over 
into the two day s after Christmas. 


Next step is for the overseas 
op erator to notify the American- 
in Europ e that a telep hone call 
will be coming to him on Christ­ 
mas Day at the ap p ointed minute. 
These calls are made in the hours 
after midnight when the switch­ 
boards here aren’t crowded, and 
when it will be day break over­ 
seas because of the time change. 


In addition to the heavy Euro­ 
p ean telep hone traffic, overseas 


op erators in 
Now' 
York 
also 
handle more than 15,000 Christ­ 
mas calls 
to 
the 
“islands;” 


Hawaii, Bermuda, and the is­ 
lands of the Caribbean. Last y ear, 


these calls zoomed up by a big 
4 0 p er cent over the p rior y ear. 


Part of the increase is due to 
the increasing number of holiday - 
ists who leave the country for an 
island vacation at Christmastime, 
while the p ermanent residents of 
the islands come to the mainland 
at that time.

Among tlie most famous candles 
m ade by the Ajello family is the 
one ordered by a group of chil­ 
dren from an orp hanage on the 
death of Enrico Caruso It stands 
IS feet high in a church in Italy .

Another notable candle was the 
huge one designed for a Dallas 
dep artm ent store. It stood 12 feet 
tall and was decorated with Santa 
and his reindeer and other Christ­ 
m as motifs.

2,300 candles used in Queen E liza-! 
betli's coronation 


Christmas ( ¿»»dies 
A m ajor p art of the seven mil­ 
lion candles Ajello sells each y ear 
are bought at Christmas tune, lie 
starts working on Christmas can­ 
dles in July , try ing out new d e­ 
signs, making up samp le molds 
and working on sp ecial orders. 


T here 
are 
several 
different 
ty p es of candles. Some are dip p ed 
by a sp ecial machine. Others are 
p oured into molds. And still oth­ 
ers are carved by hand. 
Bay borry candles are p articular­ 
ly p op ular at Christm as time, as 
arc twisted candles. Ajello say s 
carefully carved and shap ed can­ 
dles have gone out of fashion, 
mainly because p eop le just didn’t 
burn them. 


Among the candles Ajello ex ­ 
p ects to be esp ecially in demand 
this holiday season 
is a

white candle one which will drip 
in different colors. The wax at 
the center is im p regnated with 
various shades. Another sp ecialty 
is a white tap er with a touch of 


children at Christm as in 19 22. A 
visitor in the home at thp time 
cop ied it and had it p ublished a 
y ear later in the Troy , N.Y., Sen­ 
tinel. 
The p oem ap p eared anony m ous­ 
ly , because Dr. Moore felt that 
he, as a p rofessor of divinity , 
should not lie associated with such 
“ undignified” work.

Mak e two holes one 
inch ap art in center of base and 
cov er with p ap er or foil. 


2. Cu t wire 30” long and p u t 
each end throu gh holes in bottom 
of base. The base will now stand 
with wire p erp endicu lar and ready 
to string on nu ts 
or p ru nes. 


3. Pu nch hole throu gh two B ra­ 
zil nu ts and string wire throu gh 
holes to form feet and glu e nu ts 
to wooden base. 
4. String two or three p ru nes | 
on each wire for legs. Then twist 
two strands of wire arou nd each 
other to form one strand so that 
body can be m ade from p ru nes or 
figs (fiv e or six figs or two or 
three p ru nes).
